Enemy Aliens Here Cannot Live Within Half- 
Mile of Any Military Station or Plant 
Making War Supplies. 


Tomorrow Night Are Fa- 
vorable. 


All allen enemies—that Is, all German 
subjects—living in St. Louis, will be re- 
quired to remove at once from any place 
fof residence within a half mile of any 


military station or factory for the manu- 
facture of army or navy supplies. 

This was announced today by the Unit- 
ed States District Attorney’s office, 
which is charged with the enforcement 
of President Wilson’s recent proclama- 
tion regarding allen enemies, 

District Attorney Oliver said notices 
to move had been sent, thus far, to 
about 20 families living in places within 
the forbidden distance of military sta- 
tions. 

An order was sent out this morning, 
through the city police, that all alien 
enemies must turn over to the police, 
before tomorrow night, any firearms, 
weapon, munition or explosives which 
they may have. Police captains were 
ordered to spread this notice, and to an- 
nounce that those who fail to turn in 
such weapons, and are later found to 
have them in their possession, will be 
— with by the Federal authorities. 

President’s Order 

The two paragraphs of the. President's 
order, under which the Federal officials 
and the police are acting in regard to 
places of residence and weapons, are: 

An alien enemy shall not approach 
or be found within one-half mile of 
any federal or state fort, camp, ar- 
senal, aircraft station, Government 
or naval vessel, navy yard, factory 
or workshop for the manufacture of 
munitions of war or of any products 
for the use of the army or navy. 

An allen enemy shall not have in 
his possession at any time or place 
any firearms, weapons or implements

He said the 
requirements of the President’s order 
would apply to German-born men who 
have obtained their first naturalization 
papers, although such men are permit- 
ted to vote, and have been held liable 
to be drafted for service in the United 
States army. Oliver said such men were 
not full citizens. 

Application of Order. 

The order as to factories for the man- 
ufacture of supplies for the army or 
navy may in time be extended to in- 
clude shoe factories and food product 
establishments, and in this case a large 
part of the city would be closed to 
alien enemies as a place of residence. 

It seems to be the purpose, at pres- 
ent, to enforce the law only as to resi- 
dence within a half-mile of military sta- 
tions. These include the Government 
Arsenal at Second and Arsenal streets, 
the First Regiment and Battery A, ar- 
mories on Grand avenue, the Troop B 
armory south of Forest Park and the 
Naval Reserve station at the river and 
East Ggpnd avenue. 

At the naturalization office in the 
Federal building, it was said that in- 
dustrial concerns were sending their 
employes for naturalization in larger 
numbers than they can be handled. 
It was suggested that appointments 
should be made, by telephone, for the 
appearance of such men, so as to 
avoid waste of their time.

FIRES 7 ALIENS WHO 


‘WON'T BECOME CITIZENS: 


Munition Goncern Here . Dis- 
charges Austrians—100 Other 
Employes Get First Papers. 


Seven Austrians employed by the Cur- 
tig & Co. Manufacturing Co., at Wells- 
ton, were discharged last night, accord- 
ing to information received by Federal 
officials, for refusal to become nat- 
uralized citizens of the United States. 

The Curtis company is engaged in the 
manufacture of war munitions and re- 
cently received Government § instruc- 
tions, which also were sent to other 
munitions manufacturers and packing 
houses, to require all alien employes to 
become naturalized, and to discharge 
those who refused. 

The company sent more than 100 men 
to the naturalization office in the Fed- 
eral Building today to take out their 
first papers. Employes of many other 
firms appeared for the same purpose. 
M R. Bevington, chief naturalization 
officer, said his office was swamped 
with business and that it would be im- 
possible for him to handle all the ap- 
plications immediately. He suggested 
that employers communicate with him 
and arrange a time for sending their 
employes. 

The St. Louis Independent Packing 
Co., has at the request of the Gov- 
ernment furnished to it a list of the 
names of all aliens in the employ of 
the company, and has informed 
the aliens that they may take time 
from work to make application for nat- 
uralization papers without expense to 
themselves. 

The large packing companies in East 
St. Louis, Chicago and other placés 
have sent similar lists to Government 
officers, and have issued similar or- 
ders to their alien employes.

BAKER DENIES HE 
CONFESSED ARSON 
T0 SAVE RIMSELT 


Testifies He Did Not Make Such 
a Statement to Harry 
C. Imel. 


IS CROSS EXAMINED. 


State's Chief Witness Admits 
Studying Transcripts of His 
Previous Testimony. 


Herbert O. Baker, confessed arson 
moter, on cross-examination today at 
the arson conspiracy trial of Julius R. 
Bersch, Harold G. Gilmore and Harry 
C. Imel, denied that he told Imel at 
Cicardi’s that he had pleaded guilty and 
implicated ofhers to save his own hide“ 
and keep out of the penitentiary. 

Bersch is a fire insurance agent. Gil- 
more is former proprietor of the Gil- 
more-Bonfig Decorating Co., 4455 Olive 
street, and Imel was associated with 
him. Baker was an insurance broker, 
with a desk in Bersch’s office. The 
decorating establishment was burned 
July 24, 1915, and the three are charged 
with arson in the third degree. Of the 
insurance, a total of $32,500, nothing has 
thus far been paid. 

Bakér was on the stand throughout 
the forenoon session. He was asked 
whether he took home with him last 
night transcripts of the testimony which 
he had given at a previous trial and be- 
fore the grand jury. He said he had. 

Can't you remember things inde- 
pendent of rehearsing them” asked 
Thomas, T. Fauntleroy, counsel for the 
defense. * 

Well, I want ta get things right,“ 
replied Baker: 


Denies Immunity Promise. 
Baker denied that he met Imel in the 


Pierce Building five weeks ago and in- 
| formed him that E. W. Bentley, an in- 
surance agent, would ‘fix up“ Imel if 
he would come across’’ as Baker had 
done. 

J didn't want Bentley to get Ime? 
in his clutches the way he got me,” 
said Baker. I spoke to Imel about 
Bentley, but advised him to have noth- 
ing to do with Bentley.“ 

Baker said Bentley had promised te 
fix things up for him and to get him a 
job with the Crane agency. He Hed to 
mo and I wouldn't have anything more 
to do with him,” said Baker. 

Baker was asked whether he had 
not made a false statement to the 
police the night he was arrested. 
“Well,” he said, “my father was more 
scared than I was and he advised me 
to sign anything they asked me to 
sign.“ 

He denied that he had said to At- 
torney Fauntleroy at the Planters 
that he would like to see Roy B. M. 
Tidd, accused of arson in connection 
with another fire, and tell Tidd he had 
made a false statement about him. 
“I didn’t know anything about that 
fire. They wanted me to make a 
statement about it and about 15 or 
20 other fires, but I wouldn't.“ 

EN denied also that Special Prose- 
cutor Harvey last nigtt told him 
that if he didn’t testify “right” he 
would go to the penitentiary. “He 
hardly spoke to me last night,” said 
Baker, “but he told me something of 
that kind about a year ago.“ 


In his direct testimony, Baker told a. 
clear story of the plot which, he de- 
clared, was made to burn the decorating 
establishinent, and of the way in which 
it was carried out by the use of incen- 
diary materials and by the employment 
of torches,“ or active incendiaries. 

In his cross-examination, Baker yield- 
ed somewhat to the insistence of at- 
torneys for the defense, and made some 
admissions which will probably be used 
in an effort to overthrow his testi- 
mony. 

Arranged for Conference. 

Baker, after telling of his acquaint- 
Al. ce with the three defendants, said 
that in December, 1914,-he was at the 
Gilmore-Bonfig place, the firm then 
being Wright & Gilmore, and that Gil- 
more remarked that he might have a 
fire. Baker said he reported this re- 
mark to Bersch, with the idea that 
Bersch might wish to cancel insurance 
he had placed on the Gilmore proper- 
ty. Instead, he said, Bersch suggested 
that they could all make some money, 
and arranged a conference with Gil- 
more. 

At this meeting, he said, he and Gil- 
more and Bersch agreed that ‘‘there 
ought to be a flre, and that Gilmore 
talked of having his insurance in- 
creased. Bersch, according to Baker, 
said, I'll send some men out who will 
give you a good fire.” Baker said he 
did not know who the men were, and 
that when he asked Bersch, the latter 
indicated that it was none of his busi- 
ness. 

He told of later conferences with Gil- 
more, and said Gilmore said he was 
havi trouble with his partner, Wal- 
ter Wright, and that it would be better 
to wait for a reorganization. Later, he 
said, Gilmore notified him that Wright 
was out of the firm. 

“Then all was agreeable,” Baker said, 
“and we discussed several dates for the 
fire, and finally Saturday afternoon, July 
24, was fixed as the time. I met Bersch 
at noon, in a saloon on Fourth street 
and Bersch told me to telephone to 
Gilmore that two men would be out 
that afternoon to give him a good fire. 
I did so, and Gimere said it was all 
right.

DIES AT ATLANTIC GITY 


Noted First Nighter Gave $220,- 
000 to Hospital After Having

The financial district, where Brady 
made his money in the daytime, and 
Broadway, where he spent it lavishly 
at night, have long been prepared „or 
his passing, intimate friends knowing 
for several months that he was not go- 
ing to get better. His death caused 
genuine regret among those who knew 
him best, because beneath his rather 
gruff exterior and love of gem display. 
he carried a sympathy that found an 
outlet in many benefactions.

State Superintendent Suggests Giv- 
ine Full Credit tor Food Pro- 
duction Labor. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 18. —State 
Superintendent of Schools Uel W. Lam- 
kin today issued a circular to all high 
schools in Missouri suggesting that boys 
over 14 years of age be excused from 
further attendance this year on condi- 
tion that they go to the farms to work.

BRITISH FIGHTING 
IN GALE OF 90 
RAIN AND SLEE 


Storm Began About Time of 
Opening Attack in the Arras 
Offensive. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Asso- 


ciated Press. 
BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 


FRANCE, April 12, via London.~-The 
amazing April storm, which began al- 
most at the exact hour set for the Brit- 
ish attack against the Germans, Mon- 
day morning, continues and the fight- 
ing conditions have been made extreme- 
ly difficult. The storm is accompanied 
by snow, rain and sleet and a gale that 
has seldom fallen below a velocity of 
40 miles an hour. There have been oc- 
casional bits of sunshine but these 
lasted less than half an hour. The night 
temperatures are well below freezing. 

Notwithstanding these circumstances, 
the British attack widened today by a 
biow north of Vimy Ridge, the latter 
having been firmly held and consoli- 
dated by the Canadians against a bitter 
German fire. The troops which struck 
north of Vimy today penetrated to a 
point a few hundred yards northwest 
of Givenchy, having carried out their 
dawn attack with the same precision as 
has characterized their other opera- 
tions. 

On the remainder of the new front the 
work consisted largely of straightening 
certain elements in the line by annihil- 
ating several ‘‘pockets” where the Ger- 
mans had held out. The British also 
smashed to bits a strong German coun- 
ter-attack against Monchy-Le-Preux, 
the German losses being among the 
heaviest they have suffered during the 
new offensive. The fighting about 
Monchy has been very heavy since 
Tuesday, the Germans having been or- 
dered to prevent the British reaching 
that high point at all hazards. It was 
not until large numbers of British field 
batteries had been brought into plav 
ang the Germans were definitely beaten 
0 

Study in Black and White. 

The British attack and the German 
defense converged at Monchy, and it 
was a wonderful sight to watch this 
fghting from a nearby hill yesterdav 
and realize that for the moment this 
was the focal point of entire world war. 
The artillery duel cver the pretty little 
town was a study in black and white, 
the British shells breaking white on the 
German positions just east of the town, 
while the German Shells exploded over 
the town with smoke that resembled 
great balls of lamp black wool. Oc. 
casionally a German shell striking a 
brick building would send up a sweep- 
ing cloud of pinkish dust. 

During the fighting British air. 
planes hovered above Monchy, seem- 
ing to sit absolutely stationary as-

overhanging cloud swooped three 
German machines, The Germans 
darted for the tail of the British 
machine, firing as they came. The 
khaki lad airman, despite this un- 
expected attack from ambush, splen- 
didly out-maneuvered his foes.

Canadians have made a great haul in 
guns in their attack on the Vimy 
Ridge, thus for having brought in 
four 8-inch howitzers, nine of the 
famous German 5.9’s and 23 _ field 
pieces. In many of the captured gun 
positions the British found tier upon 
tier of ammunition. Prisoners from 
the German artillery said there was 
a great shortage in artillery horses 
in the army and that when the British 
struck so suddenly they had no 
chance to save their pieces, even far 
back of the old front line. 

One interesting bit of information 
the advance has disclosed is that the 
Germans were planning to shell Arras 
with two of their 42-centimeter “Big 
Berthas,“ which first won fame about 
Liege and Antwerp. These guns had 
reached Douai, and it was planned to 
place them near Fampoux, which now 
is in British hands, according to gun- 
ner prisoners. Prussic acid shells 
were to have been used. 

A large number of the German 
prisoners seem to be glad that they 
have been taken. Bavarians who but 
recently had come into the line that 
was attacked complained rather bit- 
terly that they were invariably sent 
to the worst part of the front. They 
said they knew something unpleasant

RIO JANEIRO, April .— Foreign 
Minister Lauro Muller has cabled the 
Brazilian Minister in Berlin, asking him 
to urge all Brazilians in Germany to 
leave the country within 24 hours. A 
deeree has been issued withdrawing the 
exequaturs of the German Consuls. The 
Ministers of France, Great Britain and 
Italy have conferred at length with Dr. 
Muller. 

An official inspection of the German 


ships in Brazilian ports show that im- 
portant parts of the engines are miss- 
ing, rendering the vessels practically 
useless. It is reported the Government 
has decided to seize the ships. 

Renewed anti-German demonstrations 
occurred last night. Crowds gathered 
before the German Club and hootea, 
after which they proceeded to legations 
of Chile and Argentina and cheered the 
ministers of the two sister republics. 

The League of Friends of the allies 
has approved the following propositions, 
which have been placed before the 
President: 

“First, the disarming of the confed- 
eratéd German rifle societies in South- 
ern Brazil; second, the prohibition of 
correspondence between German sub- 
jects through either foreign or do- 
mestic mails, and rigorous surveillance 
of all Germans resident in Brazil; third, 
the suspension of German newspapers 
and publications which spread ideas 
calculated to alarm or confuse the pub- 
lic mind; fourth, to offer the allies and 
the United States correct operations of 
the Brazilian fleet; fifth, to seques- 
trate all“ German ships until more rad- 
ical measures can be taken; sixth, the 
Gismissal of Lauro Muller as Foreign 
Minister and the appointment of his 
successor. 

According to the newspapers, the Gov- 
ernment is preparing to equip a strong 
contingent which will be concentrated 
in the states of Rio Grande Bo Sul, 
Parana and Santa Catharina, all neigh- 
boring states on the Atlantic Ocean, 
where German colonists are strong. 

The offices of the Diario Alemano, a 
pro-German organ at Sao Paulo was 
wrecked last night by a mob of pro- 
ally sympathizers.

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The President’ 8 War Powers 


How Martial Law 
Invoked On Where Necessary | 


Louis University Law School. 

HE proclamation of the President 
T of April 6, prescribing rules for 

the conduct of alien enemies, is 
the first exercise of the President’s 
war powers to be felt in the more or 
less peaceful communities of the United: 
States. The rules and orders, issued 
under statutory sanction, are in the 
twilight between civil and martial law. 
They may de forced by United 
States Marshals, who are civil officers, 
or by the military, according to the 
necessity, and offenses against them 
are triable before the civil courts or 
by courtsmartial, as the President may 
direct. 

It is necessary to an understanding 
of the term “war powers” to bear in 
mind that there are two distinct rela- 
tions in human society in contempla- 
tion of law, namely, peace and war; 
and that each is dealt with by its own 
peculiar system of law. The normal 
relation is that of peace, the activi- 
ties of which the civil law is adequate 
to regulate; the abnormal relation is 
that of war, the activities of which 
call into being a much more drast) 
system, known as martial ee 

Martial Law Seldom oked. 

With the development of erat po- 
litical institutions martial law, by rea- 
son of its unlimited discretionary 
character, is resorted to only under the 
pressure of necessity, when the civil 
law is plainly inadequate to the ends of 
public safety and order; and it ceases 
the moment the necessity ceases. Even 
in times of war, riot or rebellion, mar- 
tial law is net g@nerally invoked where 
the civil powers are adequate. 

Under the reactionary Constitutiog of 
Germany a declaration of war automat- 
ically brings martial law intg being 
throughout the empire; that is, the 
whole civil authority is displaced by 
the military, and all safeguards of civil 
rights under the Constitution vanish. 
This is not true of the United States. 
Martial law comes into force in our 
country only by a formal proclamation 
of the President, and then only in speci- 
fied places where the civil law is un- 
able to cope with disorders. 

We see in St. Louis today, for exam- 
ple, that by reason of the absence of 
disorders, or conditions menacing’ pub 
lic safety, the civil law remains exclu- 
sive and supreme. Soldiers are here, but 
martial law is not. Martial taw must 
be distinguished from military law, 
which is merely that law issued by Gov- 


of their armies,qg who are tried for 
breaches before military courts or com- 
missions, instead of before civil courts, 
Soldiers in the national army are always 
subject. to military law, which, in the 
United States, is embodied in the Arti- 
cles of War. 


Two Phases of | Law 
There are two phases of Ay 


law: 
First, that sometimes termed a state of 
lege, where the civil law is suspended 
in times of internal disturbance; and, 
second, martial law, as a part of inter- 
national law, which comes into being 
from the first moment of invasion of an 
enemy country and lasts during occupa- 
tion. 

It is the duty of the President to 
uphold the Constitution and enforce the 
laws. Under this solemn duty it is for 
nim to determine when the necesrity 
arises locally and the means to meet 
it. As Commander in Chief of the army 
end navy, his authority is supreme when 
they are in actual service.“ Con- 
gress may refuse to vote supplies, or to 
raise troops, and it has the power of'

Within the theater of hostilities it 18. 
of course, impractital to use the civil 
law, and martial law is there supreme. 
Prisoners taken who have violated the 
laws of war, in.the misuse of a flag of 
truce, of the Red Cross or in any of a 
hundred ways, are tried in summary 
fashion by courtmartial. 


Practice in In Territory. 

So, too, in invaded territory, if the in- 
habitants violate the laws of war, or the 
rules for their conduct promulgated by 
the commander, they are summarily 
dealt with. As Prof. Hill says: 

“All acts of disobedience or hostility 
(on the part of inhabitants) are regard- 


ed as punishable, and by specific rules f 


the penalty of death is incurred by 
persons giving information to the enemy 
or serving as guides to the troops of 
their own country, by those who, while 
serving as guides to the troops of the 
invader, intentionally mislead them, and 
by those who destroy telegraphs, roads, 
canals or bridges, or who set fire to 
stores or soldiers’ quarters. 

“If the inhabitants of the occupied 
territory rise in insurrection, whether 
in small bodies or en masse, they cannot 
claim combatant privileges until they 
have displaced the occupation, and all 
persons found with arms in their hands 
can in strict law be killed, or If cap- 
tured be executed by sentence of court- 
martial.“ 

When order is restored in occupied 
enemy territory, the commander may, 
and usually does, respect the civil law 
as far as practicable, supplementing it 
with his own law so far as the safety 


The United States Constitution vests 
the power to, declare war in the two 
houses of Congress, with the assent of 
the President, but the President has the 
exclusive power of making treaties of 
peace, which, when ratified by the Sen- 
ate, become the supreme law of the 
land, Yet Congress may at any time 
compel the President to make peace by 
refusing the means of carrying on 
war.

Indicated Majorities Against Im- 
mediate Conscription Unless 
Urged as War Measure. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—A poll tak- 
en by newspaper men indicates that, 
while there are clear majorities in the 
House and Senate against immediate 
conscription, a draft measure can be 
put through if the President will urge 
it strongly enough as a war measure. 
The canvass of both Houses shows the 
following: 

Senate—In favor of immediate draft, 
without a previous trial of the volun- 
teer system, 40; against immediate draft, 
88; doubtful, 18. Total, 96. 

House—In favor of immediate draft, 
without previous trial of volunteer sys- 
tem, 218; against immediate draft, 186:

IEFFERSON BARRACKS 


FACILITIES INCREASED 


Will Have Been Quadrupled 
When Additions Under Way 
Are Complete. 


Recruiting throughout the country has 
picked up so materially since the Amer- 
ican state of war declaration against 
Germany that hasty preparations are 
being made at Jefferson Barracks to in- 
crease facilities for the handling of re- 
cruits fourfold. 

One hundred tents delivered there two 
weeks ago have been pitched on the 
grounds, while 1100 more have been re- 
quisitioned. With 1200 tents and the per- 
manent quarters, facilities will be fur- 
nished for the handling of 10,000 recruits 
each month. Prior to the war declara- 
tion but 1500 men were trained each 
month at the barracks. Yesterday 2300 
men were fed at dinner. According to 
Capt. R. R. Wood, chief of the Quar- 
termaster’s corps, the present facilities 
could be strained to handle 2500 men. 

Bids will soon be asked for the erec- 
tion of four emergency buildings, to be 
constructed of rough yellow pine, with 
corrugated iron roofs. 

The new temporary structures re- 
quired are a mess hall, 100 by 250 feet, 
capable of seating 5000 men in two sit- 
tings; a storage hous for supplies, the 
dimensions of which will be 31 by 26 
feet; a temporary. hospital, capable of 
accommodating 400 men, and a tempo- 
rary receiving barracks to house 1000 
men. 

Bids are to be opened at the Barracks 
today for 860,000 feet of lumber to be 
used in floors and siding for tents. 
This lumber will be delivered as needed, 
and will be sufficient to take care of the 
tentage planned. The tents will have 
board sides, to a height of three feet. 
At the top of the siding for a space of 
36 inches mosquito netting is placed. 
The canvas sides of the tents are used to 
drop over the netting in wet or cold 
weather as protection from the elements 

To provide space for the number of 
tents space needed, work of clearing 
land in the vicinity of the National Cem- 
etery has commenced. This work is un- 
der the direction of Maj. C. E. Stodter. 

Capt. Wood reports the quartermas- 
ter's department to be in good shape to 
handle all the recruits that may present 
themselves at.the Barracks for a 
month, even at the increased rate. His 
department received 2600 blankets yes- 
terday and got word that 2,000 more 
were on the way. A car load of pota- 
toes Was a recent addition to his sub- 
sistence department. 


HOLDS RESPECT OF NATIONS 


Holiand’s Neutrality, However, Has 

Cost Belligerents’® Affection, Says 

; Premier, 

‘THE HAGUE, April 18.—Premier 
Cort Van Der Linden, speaking in 
the First Chamber yesterday, sald: 

“The longer the war lasts the more 
difficult becomes the situation, while 
the limits of international law grow 
continually narrower. We suffer 
from the submarine war and block- 
ade policy, but we do not deviate 
from our policy of strict neutrality 
and readiness to defend our soil 
against any one attacking us. The 
belligerents injure us by their war- 
fare, and our neutrality injures their 
interests.” 

The Netherlands, said the Prime 
Minister, grants favors to neither 
party, but is doing what, according 
to the best judgment, appears to be 
right. 

“We become more lonely, and by 
what we do we win the affection of 
neither party. But in any case we 
shall retain their respect.”

U.S. FLEET 10 PATROL 
THE ATLANTIC COAST 


Naval Plans Agreed to by Dan- 
iels and French and British 
Admirals. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—New m- 
petus is given to plans for naval co- 
operation between the Vnited States and 
the entente nations by conferences be- 
tween Secretary Daniels and American 
naval officers and Vice Admiral M. E. 
Browning of the British navy and Rear 
Admiral H. A. Grasset of the French 
navy. American warships first will un- 
dertake the patrol! of the entire Atlantic 
coast from Panama northward, possibly 
even including Canada, permitting the 
withdrawal of British and French patrol 
vessels and using naval bases of those 
nations jn the South Atlantic if neces- 
sary. 

Naval officers expect Germany will 
extend submarine activities sporadicaily 
to this side of the Atlantic and will 
announce a formal blockade of Boston 


New York, the mouth of the Delaware, 


Charleston and Savannah. A flotilla 
of motor patrol boats now being assem- 
bled and a number of submarine trap 
nets will be relied on chiefly for pro- 
tection of sea coast and harbors. 

It is understood the British and 
French ports in Europe will be opened 
tc American ships when the need arises 
and eventually an American naval sta- 
tion probably will be established on the 
Irish coast. 

Accompanying Admiral Browning are 
the following British naval officers: 

Capt. A. Lownes, G. A. Miller, flag 
secretary to the commander; Flag Lieu- 
tenant-Commander A. R. J. Southby 
and Capt. E. G. Cheesman, Royal Ma- 
rine Light Infantry.

Lieutenant James Hennessy of the 
French navy, who also is a member of 
the French Chamber of Deputies.

“The sentries are on duty to pro- 
tect property. They are not to use 
undue force, but persons who ap- 
proach sentries in a threatening 
manner should understand that they 
do so at their own peril.” 

The orders issued to sentries, in part, 
are: 

The sentry will open fire on an indi- 
vidual only when the property he is to 
protect cannot otherwise be protected, 
or his own life or that of others js 
threatened. 

Guards should not attempt to exer- 
cise general police supervision over the 
territory they are instructed to guard, 
as that duty is still in the hands of the 
civil authorities, 

Under no circumstances will a sentry 
engage in conversation with a civillan. 
He should make his orders clear and 
decisive and should arrest anyone not 
obeying.”’

to be beyond estimation. The Russian 
revolution and the entrance of the 
United States into the war are coupled

“They overawe by their magnitude,“ 
the Times continues. We feel that they 
may determine not merely political for- 
tues, but the moral future of man- 
kind. No man living can see them in 
the true perspectives—can measure 
their greatness or calculate their possi- 
bilities. But they are fuller of promise 
than any events of our time.“ 

Premier Salutes America. 

As the first British Prime Minister to 
salute the American nation as a com- 
rade in arms, Lloyd George, speaking 
at the American Luncheon Club, aroused 
intense enthusiasm by his scathing de- 
nunciation of Prussia and his warm 
welcome to America as an ally in the 
war. 


“The advent of the United States into, 


the war,” he said, gives the final 
stamp to the character of the conflict 
as a struggle against military autocracy 
throughout the world“ 

Premier Lloyd George, always forceful 
and epigrammatic, was never in finer 
form and his words struck a responsive 
chord. There were toasts to the Pres- 
ident of the United States and to the 
King of England and a wonderful dis- 
play of rejoicing over the sealing of the 
bond of friendship between the United 
States and England and France and the 
other allies, in the acceptance by Amer- 
ica of the gage of battle. 

“The United States of America, of a 
noble tradition, never broken, never 
have engaged in a war except of lib- 
erty,’’ declared the Premier. That it 
has made up its mind finally makes it 
abundantly clear to the world that this 
is a great fight for human liberty.“ 

Again, he said: Prussia is not a de- 
mocracy. The Kaiser promises that it 
will be a democracy after the war. I 
think he is right.“ 

Describing Prussia as an army, the 
Premier said it had its great institu- 
tions, its great universities and its sci- 
ence. But all these were subordinate to 
the one great predominant purpose of 
an all-conquering army to enslave the 
world. The army was the spearpoint 
of Prussia—the reat was the gilded 
haft.’’ 

The Premier paid warm tribute to 
France, the patience, the gallantry, the 
dignity of the French, preparing against 
the impending terror of Prussian mill- 
tarism. America did not Know, but Eu- 
rope knew the meaning of Prussian 
despotism. 

A remarkable feature of the Premier's 
speech was his warning to the United 
States to avoid the blunders committed 
by the British. He said: ‘‘We are a 
slow people—slow and blundering—but 
we get there. We have made, as we 
generally do, every blunder. May I re- 
spectfully suggest that it is worth a 
good deal to study our blunders, 80 as 
to begin where we are now, not where 
we were three years ago.“ 

The arrangements already under way 
for the building of ships by the United 
States appealed strongly to the Premier, 
who declared that the road to victory, 
the guarantee of victory, the absolute 
assurance of yictory, was to be found 
in the one word “ships,” and always 
ships. Of America’s part in the war, 
the Premier said: 

“It was a ad day for the military 
autocracy in Prussia when it challenged 
the great republic of the West. We 
know America and we also know that 
now she has said it, she will do it. She 
will wage a strong and successful war, 
and there is something more important, 
she will ensue a beneficent peace.“ 

Premier’s Speech in Full. 

Following is the complete text of 
Premier Lloyd George's speech: 

“I am in the position, in the happy 
position of being, I think, the first 
Prime Minister of the crown who, 
speaking on behalf of the people of this 
country, could salute the American na- 
tion as comrades in arms. I am glad 
not only because of the stupendous re- 
sources which this great nation will 
bring to the succor of the allies, but I 
rejoice as a Democrat that the advent 
of the United States into this war gives 


at their old tricks. 


Striking Paragraphs From 
Lloyd George’s Address 


HE United States of America, 

+; of a noble tradition, never 

broken, never have engaged 

in a war except for liberty. This 

is the greatest struggle for liberty 

that they have ever embarked 
upon, 

Most of the great wars in the 
past were waged for dynastic ag- 
grandizement and for conquest. It 
is no wonder that when this great 
war started there were some ele- 
ments of suspicion still lurking in 
the minds of the people of the 
United States of America, that 
there were many who thought per- 
haps that the Kings were at their 
old tricks. I think they somewhat, 
perhaps, regarded it as in the na- 
ture of a conspiracy of monarchial 
swashbucklers. 


Prussia is not a democracy. The 
Kaiser promises that it will be a 
democracy after the war. I think 
he is right. But Prussia not merely 
is not a democracy; Prussia was 
not a state; Prussia was an army. 
The army was the spear point of 
Prussia—the rest was the gilted 
haft. 


The Hindenburg line was drawn 
along the shores of America and 
Americans were told they must not

American Guest at Enthusiastic 
Gathering of Pilgrims of 
Great Britain. 


FLAGS AND APPLAUSE 


U. S. Entry Into War “Supreme 
Political Event of All His- 
tory,’ Says Page. 


LONDON, April 18.—The Pilgrims 
of Great Britain last night gave a 
dinner in honor of Walter Hines 
Page, the United States Ambassador. 
Arthur J. Balfour, the British For- 
eign Secretary, was to have presided 
but owing to diplomatic affairs of 


state, especially concerning the Uni- 
ted States, he was unable to be pres- 


ent. His place was taken by Viscount 
‘Bryce, president of the Pilgrims. 


Among the speakers was Ambas- 
sador Page, who dealt with the entry 


of the United States into the war and 
declared that he was stirred to the 
depths of his nature by the American 
companionship in arms with Great 
Britain and her aliies. Viscount 
Bryce declared that the United States, 
in quitting the isolation she had 
cherished since the days of Washing- 
ton, had taken a Step that was full 
of significance for all time to come. 
Lords Robert Cecil, Minister of 
Blockade, said Great Britain and the 
United States, through their asso- 
ciation, would bring greater things 
for the world. 

There was a profusion of flags and 
cheering such as the dignified as- 
semblage in Great Britain rarely in- 
dulge in. _A reference to Canada and 
to her repfesentasive, ir Robert Bor- 
den, proyoked a great demonstration, 
There also was an ovation for Her- 
bert @& Hoover, chairman of the 
American Commission for Relief of 
Belgium, when Viscount Bryce, re- 
ferring to him “as that great Amer- 
ican,” announced that Hoover was 
sreturning to the United States to as- 
sume the position of chairman of the 
American Food Board. Secretary 
Harry Brittain read telegrams from 
the New York Pilgrims and from 
Joseph H. Choate and others. 

Viscount Bryce Speaks. 

In his address Viscount Bryce said: 

“When the United States, quitting 
the isolation she had cherished since 
the days of Washington, obeyed the 
supreme call of duty and set herself 
by the side of the free nations of the 
world in order to save the future of 
humanity, she took a step full of 
significance for all the ages to come. 
The German Government, fortunately, 
in some things is as ignorant as it is 
malevolent. Ignorant as it has been 
of Great Britain, as well as of the 
spirit of loyalty of her great domin- 
ions, its greatest mistake of all was 
when it misunderstood the United 
States of America. It had thought 
America was lapped in luxurious ease 
and was so devoted to pursuits of 
business and the piling up of wealth 
that she had no thought of other 
things. 

“Germany did not know that Amer- 
ica loved honof and freedom above all 
her other possessions; that there is 
nowhere a higher and more pervasive 
idealist. America now is in the war 
for all she is worth, and how much 
that means those best know who 
know America best.” 

Viscount Bryce emphasized that 
the United States had no animosity 
against the German people and no 
desire for gain from the war. 


Great and Resounding Blow. 

Lord Robert Cecil, Minister of the 
Blockade, said: Thank God neutral- 
ity for America is no longer neces- 
saryy’ He added that the decision: of 
the United States to enter the war 
was a great and resounding blow 
against unprovoked een on 
neutral rights. 

Whatever the fellowship of suffering 
and triumph between America and the 
allies during the further course of the 
war, Lord Robert added, it could not be 
doubted that the association of Great 
Britain and the United States would 
ultimately mean great things for them- 
selves and even greater things for the 
world. Their joint triumph would re- 
sult eventually in the establishment of 
real international law, instead of the 
present international anarchy. 

Ambassador Page Speaks: - 

After expressing his thanks for the wel- 
come extended to his country on its en- 
trance into the war, Ambassador Page 
said: 

“Our creed is the simple immortal 
creed of democracy. This is the ideal 
toward which the whole world now is 
moving along bloody paths. None of 
theag old lands, not even this, freest of 
all, will ever again slip back into its 
ante-bellum self-contentment. It is a 
colossal upheaval which will turn the 
world into a better place for free men.” 

Referring to the closer sympathy be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States that would result from this strug- 
le, the Ambassador said: 

1 wish most earnestly to declare in 
this presence that in my judgment the 


differences that have arisen in the im- 
mediate past between our two Govern- 
ments and the peoples have suffered 
enormous exaggerations. In saying this 
I*pay tribute to the pervasive malevo- 
lence of the German world-wide propa- 
ganda that has been carried on for sev- 
eral years.” 

Enlarging on this theme and declaring 
that the fundamental instinctive friend- 
ship between the two countries had 
never been shaken, he added: 

“Why else have we drawn into this 


yours? Some of our differences are his- 


torical and fundamental, but most of 


them are superficial or man L by 
agitation. None of them need or can 
separate us in the further development 
of our national freedom. 

“Our association in war will do more 
to make us forget each other’s idiosyn- 
cracies and remember each others vir- 
tues than all other events of the last 
hundred years. We shall get out of this 
association an indissoluble companton- 
ship, and shall henceforth have indis- 
soluble mutual duties to mankind. 

“I doubt if there oould be another in- 
ternational event comparable in large 
value fo this closer association. 1 re- 
gard it as the supreme politics! event 
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that it will make certain the co-opera- 
tion of most of the organized human 
race to prevent the intermittent devas- 
tation of the world. Such a union of 
purpose would be much less sure of suc- 
cess if either of the great branches of 
the English-speaking world were lack- 
ing, for it would Jose moral support out 
of proportion to the physical strength 
of either great nation, great as that 
physical strength is.

. . W. A. Kennedy Closes Contract 
a for Reconstruction of Cities 
in Northern France. 


William A. Kennedy, president of the 
New York banking firm of Kennedy, 
Mitchell & Co., who, according to New 
York and Paris dispatches, has just 
closed a contract with the French Gov- 
ernment to furnish 200,000,000 francs 
($40,000,000) for the reconstruction of the 
cities of Northern France after the war, 
is a former Missourian. He formerly 
lived in Farmington, and for a short 
time in St. Louls, KL and Kansas 
City. ‘ 1 

The contract provides Yor the recon- 
striction of important buildings in the 
vicinity of Verdun, the Argonne and the 
heights of the Meuse. The material for 
the reconstruction of the destroyed 
cities will be bought in the United 
States, 

In a statement given out in New York 
yesterday, Kennedy said his firm had 
received important plans and specifica- 
tions from a commission which has 
charge of the work for the French Gov- 
ernment, and that the movement to re- 
build the cities had the support of the 
Bank of France. 

“All purchases of supplies and ma- 
terials to carry on the work in Northern 
France will be handled by our import 
and export department.“ Kennedy said. 
“The financial plan and details will be 

in charge of our banking house. This 
contract is the first that has been 
awarded for the betterment of condi- 
tions in devastated Europe and, despite 
its heavy volume, is a mere beginning.’ 


Hae Written Several Books. 


Kennedy went to London several 
years ago and established a banking 
house, but a little more than a week 
ago he returned to the United States 
and opened a financial business in Wall 
street. 


While he was in business in London 


he made a tour of the battlefields of 
France and wrote a series of articles. 
He also has written several books, and 
has one now in press, which is a de- 
scription of life in the vicinity of Bonne 
Terre, Mo., one of the great lead mining 
districts of the State. Kennedy is about 
#0 years old.

Amended Common Carrier Bill Vir- 
tually Provides Same Service as 
if Government Took Over Lines. 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—Power for 


the President to order railway officials 
to operate any part of their rolling 
stock during war time as he may see fit 
without actually taking over railroads, 


is given in the common-carrier regula- 
tion bill of the last session reintroduced 
in amended form today by Chairman 
Adamson of the House Commerce Com- 
mittee. 

Provisions to permit the President to 
control and operate all railroad, tele- 
graph and telephone lines, to draft their 
employes into the military service, to 
use the military in protecting the oper- 
ation of railway lines and to increase 
the personnel of the Interstate Com-

merce Commission from seven to ll 
members, are included, as in the pre- 
vious bill. 

The section by which the President 
might order the operation of part of a 
road’s rolling stock is considered of the 
greatest importance. It would permit 
the Government to obtain the same 
service that it would if the line were 
taken over and at the same time prove 
economical in time and cost, it is be- 
lieved. Compensation for the use of 
rolling stock by the Government would 
be fixed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission.

WASHINGTON, April 3.— The re- 
union of the French and American arms 
is greeted as reviving a military fra- 
ternity sealed by Lafayette and Roch- 
ambeau, in telegrams exchanged be- 
tween Gen. Nivelle, the French com- 
mander in chief, and Major-General 
Hugh L. Scott, chief of staff of the 
United States army, and made public 
last night by the War Department. The 
message follows: 

“To the Chief of the American General 

Staff: 

“The French army has heard with 
the deepest emotion the noble and 
moving words addressed by President 
Wilson to the American Congress. 

“Her joy is immense on hearing that 
Congress has declared a state of war 
with Germany. She recalls the souvenir 
of military fraternity sealed more than 
a century ago by Lafayette and Roch- 
ambeau on American soil and which 
will be made tighter on the battlefields 
of Burope. 

“She salutes the Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner which she will be happy and proud 
to see floating soon near our flags for 
the triumph of right and aivilization. 


“The French General commanding in 
chief sends to the American General 
commanding in chief the expression of 
his cordial welcome and entire devo- 
tion. GENERAL NIVELLE.” 

Washington, April 12, 1917. 

“Gen, Nivélle: 

“Commander in Chief of French army. 

“It was with profound satisfaction 
that your cable message of April 8 was 
read announcing the enthusiastic recep- 
tion by the French army of news of 
the acts of the President and Congress 
of the United States declaring thé ex- 
istence of a state of war with Germany. 
The memory of Lafayette and Rocham- 
beau forms one of the most cherished 
traditions of the American people and 
the army of the United States is eager 
to take its place side by side with the 
armies of France and her allies now 
fighting so nobly for democracy and 
the liberty of the world. 

“The American army sends you its 
thanks and fully reciprocates the feel- 
ing of fraternity expressed by the 
French army in so gracious a manner 
through its Commander in Chief.

If the volunteer system shall be the right way 
to raise an army in war it ought to spell the right 


way to’raise revenue for war. If the country is to 


trust to disinterested patriotism in one case, why 


| not in the other? 


No Senator or Representative is credulous 
enough to think that the Government could ob- 
tain the war revenues it needs by resorting to vol- 
untary contributions. Bxperience has taught Con- 
gress better than that. Then why should Con- 
gress refuse to profit by experience in the matter 
of raising an army? | 

“In three years we tried every kind of blunder,” 
said Lloyd George, the British Prime Minister, in 
a speech made to Americans in London yesterday. 
“It is worth America’s while to study our blun- 
ders and begin where we are now.” 

The administration’s war measures, beginning 
with the selective draft army bill, are the fruits 
of a carefulestudy of our own war history ‘and of 


Great Britain’s blunders in the war. These meas- 
ures do not represent casual opinions or theories 


of individuals. They are the ripe experience of 
great democracies which had to learn the lessons 
of war for themselves. Those lessons are instant- 
ly available for our use and to refuse to use them 
will be a crime against the nation. 

Congress may object to the word draft“ or to 
the word “conscription,” but this is a poor time 
to quibble about words. This war is serious busi- 
ness, and it will remain serious business until it 
is ended. No member of Congress would dream 
of sending a soldier into the trenches with one 
hand tied behind him; but scores of Congressmen 
are seeking to send the United States Government 
into the war with one hand disabled. Unless the 
Government cah employ its man power as that 
man power is needed, sending this man to the 
army, keeping this man on the farm, holding this 
man in the factory, increasing the product of its 
essential industries and selecting its soldiers from 
the nonessential industries, it is crippled for a 
war of the kind that must be waged against Ger- 
man autocracy. 

The German military experts are closely watch- 
ing every move of this country in order to deter- 
mine whether our participation in the war threat- 
ens serious consequences to the empire. Maj. 
Moraht has already published his opinion that 
American land forces will present no danger to 
Germany. Capt. Persieus believes that our “mil- 
itary and economics” are undergoing a decisive 
test. “Then we shall soon arrive at a clear con- 
ception of the consequences which North Ameri- 
ca’s participation in this contest means to us.“ 

Nothing else will be so gratifying to German 
autocracy as to learn authoritatively that Congress 
has refused to profit by Great Britain’s blunders 
in the war and our own experience in past wars

HANGING RODENBERG IN EPFIGY.

The man in ea United 
States uniform has no choice but to obey the or- | 
ders of his superior officers. If those orders com- 
mand him to see to it that no one approaches a 
forbidden area, he is directed to use force if nec- 
essary.

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THE GRIP OF THE AUTOORAT. 

The part of President Wilson's war speech to 
Congress which the German newspapers resent- 
ed the most was an allusion coupling the former 
autocratic Government of Russian with the pres- 
ent Prussian hegemony. Yet today these same 
newspapers are fulsome in their praise of the 
Kaiser for his promises of electoral reforms 
“when my warriors will have returned; these 
same newspapers now declare that the salvation 
of Germany lies in the shaking off of the Junker 
oligarchy and the Kaiserlicher omnipotence. 

The autocracy of Germany may not be as ob- 
vious as that of old Russia, but it is assuredly 
more emphatic. The Constitution under which 
the empire operates today was forced on the 26 
states of the country by Bismarck, whose an- 
nounced purpose was to assure the supremacy of 
Prussia in the Teutonic bund. Under it there 
are two houses Of Parliament, the Reichstag and 
the Bundesrath. The members of the former 
body are chosen by manhood suffrage, but the 
real legislative body is the Bundesrath, made up 
of 58 representatives or agents of the ruling 
houses of the 26 states. In this chamber Prussia 
has 18 votes out of the 58 AND NO CHANGE 
MAY BE MADE IN THE CONSTITUTIONIF 
OPPOSED BY 14 VOTES. 

Thus, 14 Prussians appointed by the ruling 
house hold the balance of power in the Govern-

The ascendancy of the 8 or large land 
holder, in Prussia is provided for in the Bismarck 
Constitution hy the three-class system of voting, 
by the open ballot and by an unjust distribution 
of seats in Parliament. : 

Under the three-class system, one-third of the 
seats in Parliament are selected by those paying 
the greatest income tax, one-third by those pay- 
ing the next largest tax and one-third by those 
paying on the smallest income. Under this sys- 
tem 3 to 10 per cent of the qualified electors 
choose two-thirds of the representatives. 
Even the control of the Junkers could be over- 
thrown if the rich business classes of Berlin and 
other large cities in Prussia were given pro- 
portionate representation, but the distribution of 
parliamentary seats was made 50 years ago and 
the Junkers have resisted any change. Thus Ber- 
lin, which is actually entitled to 24 members, gets 
but nine, and the control of the Government rests 
in the hands of the feudal lords, as it did in the 
days of Bismarck. | 
Was the autocracy of Peter the Great, the most 
arbitrary of the Romanoffs, ever more complete 
than the Kaiser-Junker hegemony’ 
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NAMES THAT WILL NOT DIE. 
By rechristening two smaller ships, Secretary 
Daniels is able to use for the five great battle 
cruisers under construction the deathless names 
Constitution, Constellation, Saratoga, Lexington, 
Ranger. The two‘surviving veterans of 1797, in 
Boston and Newport; will be known as the Old 
Constitution and the Old Constellation. 
These two ships were built to fight France; 
their successors will go to the aid of France, 
should the war last so long. The old Constitu- 
tion was Preble’s flagship when he tamed, the 
Tripoli pirates.

Whitehaven is a pale memory in 
the view of bloodier recent events; the new Rang- 
er need fear no hesitation in her welcome by any 
fleet of France.

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YELLOW PINE TRUST’S $285,350. 

Of the $358,000 in fines inflicted by the Missouri 
Supreme Court on the Yellow Pine Trust for its 
contemptuous defiance of the laws against un- 
lawful restraint of trade $228,000 had been paid 
prior to the present week.

OUR WAR REVIEW. 
HE allies did well enough this week to revive 


expert opinion of what it is they are doing, 


and we have a good deal of that. Even the 
Germans furnished some, which does not agree at all 
with what any of the other experts think. The 
German experts call the Battle of Arras, which 
some of the others thought might prove the decisive 
battle of the war, no more than a local attack with- 
out any possible bearing upon the general situation. 
After reading our own and the allied experts and 
somehow getting the notion that the allies were on 
their way to Berlin, we were not quite prepared for 
any other opinion of it—and the battle has never 
seemed quite the same since. However, it shall no 
doubt be like that often before the war ends, and we 
hope to hear regularly from the German experts. 
They may keep us from fooling ourselves now and 
then. 

One wonders how far the people of Germany are 
hearing from our war experts and those of our allies. 
If they have only their own, they have a bitter awak- 
ening coming to them when the service becomes a lit- 
tle more general. We are sure we do not want to be 
deceived at any stage of the game, and if we can con- 
tinue getting our hands on what the German war ex- 
perts think we probably will not be. 

Our own entry into the war is so far without vio- 
lence, and the Germans do not seem to feel that it 
will be attended by any. This is, of course, far from 
our own expectation, which is that something may 
happen at any minute. We have no notion where 
our navy is or what it is doing, but we may be 
sure it is not out seeing whe can gather the most 
wool. Every resource of our country is being pon- 
derously turned to the one great end of putting over 
the principles for which we stand. They may laugh 
at us in Germany now, as they are reported doing; 
but they will not laugh in the end. The Germans 
have a fool notion that preparedness is the whole 
of war. There are people over here who think the 
game thing. However, Europe is going to prove that 
there isn’t anything in it, and we are going to help 
her do it. It is worth proving. 

The submarine trump seems not to be taking the 
trick. It is a good card, but not good enough to bust 
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the somewhat corpulent gentlemen who sit on the 


other side of the table. Just what we have up our 


sleeves is not being told, but you may be sure it is 


something. There isn’t anything the allies need just 
now quite as much as they need our ingenuity. They 
seem to have exhausted their own, and so have the 
Germans. It looks easy for the Yankees. All the 
other allies are celebrating our entrance into the 
war, and they are all asking how Mr. Edison is— 
and Mr. Ford—and that crowd. Those are the boys 
who will settle this thing. 

Nobody seems to know just what the Russians 
are doing. They were supposed to be somewhat dis- 
organized along the northern front when the Duma 
bought the Ozar a good felt hat, but if that was the 
case the Germans did not do anything about it. We 
were told for a while that they were on their way 
and would hit the Russian line before night like a 
ton of brick, but nothing happened. There is some 
suspicion that the Germans would rather fight the 
Russian autocracy, which gets a good deal of weed 
seed in its powder, than the Russian democracy. We 
don’t know. We would, we are sure, 

Since the British and Russians met one another 
around Bagdad somewhere we have heard almost 
nothing of either. The joy of meeting seems te have 
been the entire military objective. We must not be 
surprised at it. The British and the Russians have 
tried to meet at a good many points during the war, 
and this is the first time they have succeeded,

MORE LIBERTIES 


Bill Introduced in Chamber to 
Remove Some Restrictions 


Which Have Hampered 
Them. 


GIRLS ON STREETS ALONE 


Wife’s Rights in Home and Her 
Property Soon May Be 
Extended by Law. 


ROME, April 13.—At last the Italian 
woman is coming into her own. The 
process is slow and she has yet many 
traditions and prejudices to overcome. 


But a big step forward was taken in the 
Chamber recently, when Signor Sacchi, 
Minister of Justice, presented a Dill 
for the abolition of various restrictions 
yet weighing upon women. 

These restrictions were introduced into 
Italy with the Napoleonic code, and al- 
low a woman no tutelar rights over her 
own children, even if the father is dead. 
The rights are vested in a so-called fam- 
ny, council, who decide her children's 
education. Another restriction is the- 
incapability a married woman has: of 
dealing with her personal property ex- 
cept with her husband’s consent, 

War Shows Need of Change. 

The war has shown how hard it is for 
family interests to be maintained when 
the wife and mother has no power to 
dispose of property or reinvest money 
she brought into the family. Also, the 
large number of orphans caused by the 
war has proved that children suffer 
from the mothers’ inability to deal with 
their property. 

Public opinion is in favor of improv- 
ing woman’s position. Women are plow- 
ing the fields in Umbria and Lombardy, 
while several thousands of them are 
busy in the war zone, carrying up the 
mountginsides on their backs loads of 
cement and wire netting. Others are 
working hard making the trenches in 
the third lines warm and comfortable 
for the men, The vineyards around 
Rome are being tended by women, the 
street cars are run by them in many 
cases, and most of the ticket-punchers 
are women. Upper-class women have, 
naturally, undertaken nursing and sew- 
ing for the sick and wounded. And this 
has brought about a subtle but far- 
reaching change. Young Italian giris 
of good family now actually walk about
